Sir, 

To my groat ourprioo I learnt sone time ago that Mr. Alfrlod 
Krupp von Bohlon und Halbach and his oollonguee on the Board 
of the Krupp oonoern hnd boon sontoncod to long terras of 
Imprisonment - In the onoo of Mr. Krupp - also to confiscation 
of hlQ ontlre fortune, by the judgment of Military Tribunal lit 
datod July 31et, 1943. 

During several decades I represented the Krupp interests both 
In Germany and olscchcre, last as director of the Eastern 
ooctlon, and thanks to this I maintained an lirtlmatc oontaot 
not only otth the non deooasod father of Mr. Alfricd Krupp vou 
Bohlon und Halbach, but also with most of the loading poraons 
In tho Krupp organisation. My rolatl onshlps with them were not 
restrloted to collaboration In the business sphere. I had abun- 
dant opportunities for a porsonal contact nith them, and vtxs 
able to acquaint myself cith their private opinions In matters 
of a political and a oooial nature. I cas fanlllar cith tho 
poroonal vioos of the late dr. Krupp von Bohlcn und Hnlbnch ns 
regards the Hast regime, and I knot? that he made representations 
to Hitler, together nith the head of the Siemens ooncorn, Mr. 
von Slemeno, regarding the Kazl atrocities. Unf ortunatcly, as he 
told me, cithout success. If certain of the Krupp chiefs became 
aoobero of the Maxi party, they did so as a oonacqucnco of the 
otrong pressuro that cas brought to boar on them in this res- 
pect by tho Government and the Party. 

I never had the sllghteot occasion to doubt of the attltudo of 
thooe men, and for that matter, the attltudo of the cntlro mana- 
gement, in social mattorsi on the oontrary, aolfaro arrangements 
for the workers and otaff cere in goneral far suporlor to chat 
I have observed olsechero. 

In oonfldentlal conversations, tho late Ur. Krupp von Bohlcn* und 
Halbach referred repeatedly to his fears that the Kltlor roglmo 
could lead us into car, and that this car could bo a catastrophe 
for his firm, and for the oholo of Oeraany, 
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Ae rognrde the verdict of the Military Tribunal, it ta not for 
me to make any criticism, but I foci I am bound to otato oy 
innermost conviction that brutality nnd inhumnno prnctloco woro 
far from the true nature of tho oondooned non, and that thoy 
hnvo only given in to the pressure of the Party and its official 
if they havo, as has been alleged, aotod contrary to thoir dutie 
as human beings. 

In viow'of the nbovo, I fcol myeolf morally bound to potltion 
you to pardon tho following oondomnod mans
